The recent agreement between CIA and the 
Map Division, Library of Congress, was put into effect during the months 
resulting In the distribution of 218 CIA published unclassified mans to 
the library of Congress, Map requests during 1959 (15,225) were approxi- 
mately the same as dur big 1956 (15*350); however, there was an increase 
of in requests for atlases, gazetteers, and other publications. More 
requests were received in 1959 from the Military and other U.S. Government 
agencies, while total ?*ap requests frees CIA decreased.
